Then swear “by Torrey’s death” 
to avenge his blood on slavery. Away with 
• your hesitation—it’s too late. Now put 
the armor which God has allowed Torrey to 
put off. 

His funeral in Boston was a great meeting

Loss of a Swedish Sloop of War—Seven¬ 
teen Persons only Saved out of a Crew oj One 
Hundred and Thirly r two! —Last evening, be- 
'ween the hours of eleven and. twelve o’clock, 
die barque Swan, Captain Snell, from New 
Orleans, arrived at N. Y„ and is now lying 
at ihe first wharf above Pine street. She 
brings the following lamentable news: 

°n ‘he Sd of May, (Sunday) about four 
o’clock in the afternoon, in latitude 25 degrees 
dilutes, and longitude 79 degrees 42 min¬ 
utes, between Havana and the Floridas, the 
captain observed something at a distance, 
hich he took for a piratical vessel, and iin- 
ediately ordered the, guns of the barque to 
be loaded, and, in a few minutes, everything 
it the vessel was in prime order, and rea¬ 
dy for action. He was, however, upon airi- 
near the supposed pirates, mistaken in 
iews, and discovered that they Were per- 
who had been wrecked—and were blis¬ 
tered by the sun in a horrible manner, and in 
a stale of nuiliiy—floating upon spars and 
pieces of wood. There were seventeen in 
number, all of whom were taken onboard, 
mid every possible care taken of them, by the 
captain and crew of the barque. 

Their story is as follows:—On the first of 
May, the Swedish sloop-of-war, Charles Kro¬ 
na, Captain (E, G. of Klim,) sailed from 
Havana for Sweden, with a crew consisting of 
one hundred and thii;ty-two men, and when 
off Matanzas, having been two days and three 
nights out, was caught in a squall, which 
turned the vessel bottom upwards, consigning 
to a watery grave one hundred and fifteen 
souls! The vessel inimediiiiely sunk.
